Both  the  beginner  and  intermediate 
French  courses  enable  students  to 
gain  a  reading,  speaking,  and  writing 
knowledge  of  the  language.  French 
Literature  deals  with  the  works  of 
famous  French  authors.  The  course 
gives  a  background  for  the  apprecia- 
tion of  the  language  and  customs  of 
the  French  people. 

Colorful  expressions  and  the  dis- 
tinguishable charm  of  the  Spanish 
language  are  presented  in  beginner 
and  intermediate  courses.  The  begm- 
ner  course  stresses  a  knowledge  of 
basic  grammar,  reading,  writing,  and 
conversation.  The  intermediate  course 
continues  the  instruction  in  verbs, 
vocabulary,  and  grammar.  While  ac- 
quiring a  greater  understanding  of  the 
Spanish  temperament  and  point  of 
view,  the  students  learn  more  about 
the  culture  of  the  Spanish  people. 
Without  this  knowledge  there  can  be 
no  real  meeting  of  the  minds  in  any 
language. 

Greek  is  offered  primarily  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  students  entering 
the  ministry.  The  study  of  grammar 
emphasizes  pronunciation,  vocabu- 
lary, syntax,  translation,  and  compo- 
sition. The  intermediate  study  of 
Greek  deals  with  a  continuation  of 
grammar  and  composition  and  the 
reading  of  selections  from  classical 
authors  and  from  the  Greek  New 
Testament.

The  Natural  Sciences  and  Mathe- 
matics Department  includes  courses 
in  biology,  chemistry,  physical  sci- 
ence, physics,  and  mathematics.
